Managemenand directed ito examine ways for ¥&consin

to improve its ability to manage its finances using modern
financialmanagement and policy practices in the context of
the budget process. wib of the major problems with
Wisconsin'scurrent budget process addreskgdhe Special
Committeeare that our state budgleas been consistently
enactedconsiderably after the beginning of the first fiscal year
to which it applies and that tistate budget contains too much

policy.

These problems have many consequence$ardy state
budgetscomplicate the implementation of state programs,
impedeor preclude budgeting by local units of government,
and undermine public confidence in the Legislature.
Excessivepolicy in the budget threatens to weaken the
legislative branchby undermining the standing committee
processreduces public scrutiny and analysigolicy items
addedto the budget late in the budget process, and obfuscates
legislators’ voting records given the “all-exclusivedtureof
budgethills.

At its December 18, 2002 meeting, the Special Committee
votedto recommend this letter and the attachments to it to
addressthese two problems. The recommendations are
implementecprimarily through modification of the 2003-04
biennial session schedudad the creation of two joint rules,
an Assembly rule and a Senate rule.

RecommendedSchedule for the Development of the
Biennial Budget

The Special Committee recommentthe attached schedules
for the development of thiaiture biennial budgets. These
schedulesre based on the recommendations of Robert Lang,
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Director, Legislative Fiscal Bureau, who prepared a model

In addition, implementation othe schedules for the post

The recommended schedules for bienrabgets after the
2003-05 fiscal biennium vary dependingn whether an
incumbentgovernor ora newly elected governor proposes
the executivebudget bill. The schedule for a newly elected,
nonincumbengovernor allows up to an additional two weeks
to prepare and deliver the executive budget.

Giventhe current extraordinary fiscal conditiohthe state
and the fact that Governéiect Doyle is not an incumbent
Governor, the Special Committee recommends that the
Legislature provide an additional two weeks for
Governor-ElecDoyle to prepare his executive budget and set
thedate under s16.45 Stats., for the delivery of his budget
messagéo be TiesdayFebruary 1, 2003. This delay would
pushback by up to two weeks each of the activities in the
developmenbf the next biennial budget that occur after the
Governor’sbudget message, as reflected in the last column i
theenclosed table. If the Legislature and the Governor adher
to the recommended schedute the development of the
2003-05 Biennial Budget, then the Legislature should
completeits work on thisbudget by July 3, 2003 and the
Governorshould approve the bill with any partial vetoes by
July 28, 2003.

To ensure a timely review by the governor of an enrolled
budgetbill, the Special Committee also recommends that
JCLO modify the session schedule so that the governor

generallyhas 21 days to review an enrolled budget bill, -

irrespectiveof whenthe Legislature passes the bill. This
21-dayperiod is incorporated intthe three recommended
schedulesn the enclosed table amlcomposed of a 15-day
informal review period and the six-day formal review period
authorizedunder the State Constitution.
